PLATT SEEMS TO BE IOSIN& 


HIS GRIP. 


Cannot Rule the Action of 


State Delegates. 


Nc;w York, May 22.—The arrival in 


this city or William M. Harm occasioned 
much speculation yesterday arr.ons the 
Republican managers as to the object 
»£ Ills visit. Ai"b:cldent that occurred 
Hi If? Fifth Avenue hotel satisfied the 
politicians that he had come here to 
have a consultation about the vice 
presidential nomination. 


General Horace Porter, who has been 


spolven of as McKlnley's running-matt 
on the Republican ticket, entered the 
hotel and asked for Mr. Hahn. A con- 
ference laatlns an hour followed, and 
after General Porter left the hotel, Mr. 
Hahn started for Canton. O. The crowc 
of politicians in the state headquarters 
was sure that Mr. Hahn had made final 
arrangements -with General Porter to 
take second place on the national ticket. 
It was asserted by the Platt men, 
after 


Mr. Hahn's departure, that the McKin- 
ley managers' plans Include'd the nomi- 
nation of General Porter as vice presi- 
dent and the appointment of Warner 
Miller as secretary of the treasury. In 
tht event of HcKlnley's election. 


Shortly after the Hahn-Porter con- 


ference, another vice presidential boom 
was launched at the hotel, St. John 
Gaffney, a MeKinley boomer, declared 
that the choice of the New York Mc- 
Klnloyites; for vice president was Cor- 
nelius N. Bliss. He said that Mr. Bliss 
would add strength to the MeKinley 
tlckei-Jn the east, and would ensure Its 
election. . 


Thu chief reason for the anger of Platt 


.and his followers over VTarner Miller's 
recent interview Is their fear of it:? ef- 
fect upon state politics. Platt knows 
as \\-M as does any one else that he can- 
not now dictate the course of the New 
York deleg-atlon at St. Louis, and that 
a considerable part of It will refuse to 
follow him. It is as an omen of the 
future that the interview has incensed 
Plan. Tha leading supporters of Mc- 
ICinley in New York are men who have 
steadfa.itiy opposed the boss. Some of 
them at bottom favor MeKinley for no 
other reason tha.n enmity to Platt At 
first they seized upon his candidacy as 
a convenient weapon to fight the boss, 
and AD used It in the state convention. 
Then, as they saw the increasing senti- 
ment for McKlnleji In the rank and file, 
of the party, especially in the Interior 
of the slate, they recognized In It a. 
means for an attempt to dethrone the 
boss. 


In their view, Platt's opposition .to 


MeKinley has gone so far that he' and 
his lieutenants cannot prudently be 
trusted with the management of the 
Oilman's campaign, if, he is nominated. 
They claim that-McKinley'a managers 
\v!!l intrust It to them; and that, after 
ho takes office, they will distribute the 
federal patronage in New York.. With 
the McKinley league as a -working or- 
ganization. "With the confidence of his 
managers, and with patronage, they be- 
lieve they can make a better fight 
again.'it Platt then they have ever made 
before, and that his followers will grad- 
ually desert him. Miller's Interview was 
sort oE a concerted signal for this con- 
test, expedited by the undoubted anger 
of the strict party men in many parts 
of the state at Platt's bitter campaign 
agir.st MeKinley. The Platt crowd tries 
to disguise Its apprehensions, but It Is 
plainly uneasy. 


A report gained currency In Wall 


street yesterday to the effect that Mc- 
Klnley Tvill come out In a day or .two 
with an announcement that he Is di- 
rectly In favor of a gold standard. The 
report found many believers, as an Im- 
mediate rally "in the stock market 
showed. It Is significant that in bank 
circles certain bankers who have all 
along expressed their dislike for Major 
MeKinley, and their doubts of his posi- 
tion on the currency question, are talk- 
Ing today more in his favor, and some of 
them r.ay positively that they have In- 
formation that MeKinley will be a firm 
advocate of sound money, as the term 
is understood in the street. 


Russell Sase came out for MeKinley 


yesterday, by saying that MeKinley Is 
as firmly In favor of a gold standard as 
he Is himself. Mr. Sage said that he had 
taken pains to ascertain directly and 
for his own information. 


Chauneey M. Depew la quoted as fof- 


IOTCS on Major MeKlnley's silence on 
the currency question: "I differ from 
some of my friends In regard to the posi- 
tion MeKinley has taken. I hold that 
when a man is once In the field It is 
right and proper for him to keep quiet 
and let his record apeak for Itself. Let 
him put himself in the hands of his 
frltnds, and let them do the talking. It 
is not a man's friends.Tvho want him to 
talk, but his enemies. His friends know- 
where he stands, and he does not need 
to apeak for their benefit. His enemies 
Dnly seek to make him talk,.that they 
may trip him up."

H. O. Dwight 
recently addressed certain gentlemen 
representing the various educational 
and mission enterprises in Turicey, alter 
ivhioh they organized what they, styled 
a "defense committee," composed of lay- 
men, and which should thereafter be the 
medium 
of communication 
between 


those I'orelgn missions and our govern- 
ment. 
It Is composed ot "William J'J. 


Dodge, Darwin H. James, Everett P. 
Wheeler and perhaps-others. 1 am also 
informed that ilr.Dwight met that com- 
mittee and presented his views of Turk- 
ish artalra. I was uot present, do not 
know what ha said, nor do I know per- 
sonally any of that committee." 


"Did the committee ask tor your re- 


moval?" was asked. 


"They came to Washington, but their 


high character forbids the Idea that 
they should have made such a request 
on any ex parte information against a 
gentleman whom they did noi know, and 
who did no: know them. Tlicy filed no

"Perhaps Mr. Dvvlght desired your re-

WOULD DO GOOD. 


The Law in Regard to This 


Question.] 


Mayor Courtney believes that an In- 


spector of wires should be provided for 
tlia city. 


Yesterday afternoon 
In conversation 


"with a SLID reporter tho recent trouble tho 
street railroad company haa hnd with its 
wires was referred 10, and when tho re- 
porter nskeii His Honor what ie thought 
or having aii iuspactor of wlrea, the latter 
answered : 


"Well, I never gave the matter very 


rouch consideration. I read about the 
trouble with falling wires and I think tha: 
It would be well to have an inspector who 
could examine these wires and see what 
condition they are In, und how they ore 
strung. 


"I suppose he could be furnished with 


maps showing the location of poles on 
which wires are strung anil undoubtedly 
a good, faithful official in such a position 
attending strictly to business -would . dis- 
cover any fault with the wires, that might 
lead to an accident were it allowed to KO 
without repair." 


The city council during the memorable 


deadlock took up the matter of an inspec- 
tor of wires, but party contention pre- 
vented the creation o[ the ofllce. 


The statutes are mandatory on this quea. 


tion, but the city has only to voto to cre- 
nte tho position and fix the salary of the 
official. 
The companies controllinc wires 


throughout the city have things their own 
way, so long as there is not thorough su- 
pervision of the construction. 
At present 


tho city entrusts the matter to the com- 
mittee on wires, which places it entirely 
in the bonds of Chief Hoamer of the fire 
pepartinent. 


It Is well known that Chief Hosmer is 


not an electrician, and cannot, therefore, 
tell whether tho work Is properly per- 
formod or not. 
He entrusts the work to 


Henry Fernold. But however competent 
Mr. Fernald may bo, It takes him all his 
tin* to look after the wires of the flre de- 
partment. He has absolutely no time to 
Rive to the defective construction by the 
electric companies of the city. Thus it 
appears ihat the law pio-videa lor an in- 
spector ot wires, who shall have general 
supervision over the flre department, rail- 
road, telegragh, telephone and other com- 
panies controlling wires, but no such su- 
pervision is provided. 


Is it strange, therefore, that fatal acci- 


dents will occur, when the Important mat- 
ter of supervising electric construction is 
allowed to go by default to the utter detri- 
ment ot the city to the danger of life and 
property in every part of the city I

heartily cheered. "While wailing for the 
stiTtlng procession brushes were passed 
among the soldiers, and they carefully 
removed the dust from their uniforms 
rr/d shoes. The ladles at the windows 
or on the balconies beguiled the time by 
smoking clgareta. 


At the Travtnol convent and other 


religious institutions, sacred images, 
relics and crosses were brought out by 
the priests and nuns. The former, with 
their long hair and beards and gold em- 
broidered vestments attracted much at- 
ti ntion, and the crowd, with one accord, 
made the sign of the cross when they 
appeared. 


Between 12 and 1 o'clock a few drops 


of rain fell, but the clouds were soon 
dispelled by bright sunshine. At 1 p. in., 
Grand Duke Vladimir, followed by a 
brilliant suite, traversed the route and, 
in accordance with Russian mllltai-y 
custom, saluted each regiment. 


Nothing was lacking to the Impressive 


effect of the procession to the Kremlin, 
the cortege thus unfolding to the won- 
dering multitudes being majestic and 
complete In' Its beauty as well as its 
magnificence, and embodying every ele- 
ment of Impartial splendor. Traversing 
the streets of holy Moscow, It was seen 
to the utmost possible advantage. The 
long array of state'carriages, with their 
princely escorts, the gallant cavalry 
and all of the§ appendages of a great Im- 
perial court, with the emblems of power 
and greatness of historic throne, had 
there a picturesque and appropriate set- 
ting.
